To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Toiun  of  Hookseti,  qualified 
to  vote  in  toivn  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  hall  in 
said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1st.     To  choose   a  Town   Clerk,  three   Selectmen 
Town  Treasurer,  and  other  necessary  Town  Officers  and 
Agents  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2d.     To   hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Agents  and  Committtees  or  other 
Officers  heretofore  chosen  or  appointed,  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

3d.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  support  of  schools,  for  laying  out  and  re- 
pairing highways  and  bridges,  and  other  necessary 
charges  arrising  in  said  town. 

4th.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  on  bonded  debt. 


5th.  To  choose  one  Trustee  for  three  years  for  the 
Public  Library. 

6th.  To  choose  one  Trustee  for  one  year,  one  fortwo 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  to  administer  the  Ceme- 
tery Trust  Funds  held  by  the  town. 

7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  state  aid  for 
the  permanent  improvement  of  highways. 

8th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  receive  bids  for 
the  collection  of  its  taxes,'  and  to  award  the  contract 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give^a  discount 
of  two  per  cent  on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July. 

10th,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
following  legacy  and  expend  the  annual  income  thereof 
in  taking  care  of  and  keeping  in  suitable  condition  the 
lot  and  grave  stones  in  the  River  Road  Cemetery : 

Two  hundred  dollars,  given  by  the  late  Georgia 
A,  Rose. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  the 
following  street  lights,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  annually  for  the  maintenance  of  same : 

One  near  the  residence  of  John  Gramond,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  John  Gramond  and  ten  others. 

One  near  the  Gault  homestead,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Eugene  S.  Head  and  ten  others. 

One  near  the  residence  of  Donat  Biron  and  one 
near  the  residence  of  Margaret  Dillon  on  Londonderry 


Turnpike,  as  petitioned  for  by  Donat  Biron  and  thirteen 
others. 

One  at  Martin's  Corner  near  sehoolhouse,  one  at 
junction  of  Londonderry  Turnpike  and  state  highway, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Frank  Dolber.and  seventeen  others. 

One  at  junction  of  Alice  and  Francis  avenues,  one 
at  junction  of  Alice  and  Elmer  avenues  in  Lincoln  Park, 
as  petitioned  for  by  R.  E.  Gray  and  nineteen  others. 

One  near  the  residence  of  Malcom  Beattie  on  State 
Highway,  as  petitioned  for  by  A.  W.  Prescott  and  ten 
others.

REPORT  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Year  Ending  February  15,  1916 


To  the  voters  of  the  School  District  of  Hooksett. 

Your  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1916. 

The  board  organized  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
by  selecting  Clifton  P.  Sanborn  as  chairman  and  Dr. 
Leopold  T.  Togus  as  clerk.  The  first  Monday  night  of 
each  month  the  board  has  met. 

School  houses  Nos.  1,  3  and  8  have  been  closed  the 
whole  year. 

The  only  change  of  teachers  in  the  other  houses 
was  at  No.  6  primary.  Miss  Blanche  M.  Woodbury 
took  charge  of  this  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term.  The  long  and  faithful  service  of  Miss  Jennie 
B.  Abbott  in  this  department  closed  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  term. 

Some  of  the  houses  are  crowded  to  the  limit.  At 
Nos.  2  and  4  it  has  been  necessary  to  put  in  extra  seats. 
It  is  not  possible  to  add  any  m.ore,  and  if  more  pupils 
should  come  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  other  arrange- 
ments. During  the  year  fifteen  pupils  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  No.  6  from  Nos.  2  and  4.  This  brings  No.  6 
grammar  to  the  number  where  no  more  should  be  added. 
The  annual  report  to  the  state  superintendent  shows 
eight  school  houses  with  a  seating  capacity  of  800.     The 
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oOth  of  September  there  were  199  pupils  registered  in 
the  schools.  There  is  plenty  of  room,  but  not  so  situ- 
ated as  to  be  used.  The  value  of  all  the  houses  was  put 
at  $8,000  in  this  report. 

The  principal  repairs  during  the  year  have  been  at 
No.  6.  New  floors  were  laid  in  both  grammar  and  pri- 
mary deparments. 

The  board  was  not  able  to  get  anyone  to  dig  a  well 
at  No.  5  for  the  $50  appropriated,  and  let  the  matter  re- 
main as  it  was. 

On  May  31,  the  schools  joined  with  Hooksett  Vet- 
eran Association  in  memorial  exercises  at  I.  0.  0.  F.. 
hall.     It  proved  a  success  and  is  worthy  to  be  continued, 

.On  November  5,  an  institute  of  teachers  was  held 
in  I.  0.  0.  F.  hall,  under  the  supervision  of  Henry  C. 
Morrison,  state  superintendent. 

The  financial  problem  is  the  one  that  needs  the  most 
attention.  There  should  be  at  least  $1,200  in  the  treas- 
ury at  the  close  of  the  town  year,  February  15.  It  needs 
this  to  pay  the  bills  for  the  spring  term.  When  the- 
voters  understand  the  situation,  it  will  be  easy  to  rem- 
edy the  situation  of  an  empty  treasury  February  15. 

Albert  F.  Sanborn,  Jr.,  took  the  enumeration  in  Sep- 
tember and  made  the  following  report :

Pupils  cannot  be  compelled  to  go  to  school  in  Hook- 
sett  before  8  years  of  age.     This  accounts  for  the  44 
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between  5  and  8  years  of  age  not  going  to  school.  It 
might  be  wise  to  change  to  6  years  of  age  when  they 
should  go  to  school 

The  school  year  has  been  34  weeks.  The  school 
board  has  made  110  visits  during  the  year.  The  plan  of 
having  a  short  vacation  in  the  winter  and  then  close  the 
schools  early  in  June  seems  to  meet  with  approval.  The 
need  of  a  superintendent  should  receive  serious 
attention. 

Your  board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  given  val- 
uable aid  in  trying  to  make  the  schools  what  they  should 
be,  the  best  possible.

Lewis  J.  Hardy.  This  gift  is  the  admiration  of  all  who 
visit  the  library.  It  is  very  ornamental  to  our  library, 
as  well  as  useful.  We  assure  Mrs.  Hardy  that  we  ap- 
preciate her  beautiful  gift  and  that  it  will  ever  remain 
there  as  a  reminder  of  her  kindness  and  generosity. 

Mrs.  Grace  Blanchard,  librarian  of  the  Concord  pub- 
lic library,  sold  us  a  set  of  Encyclopaedia  Brittanica  for 
the  small  sum  of  $2.50.  We  might  as  well  call  this 
a  gift.  There  are  25  volumes,  in  good  condition,  almost 
new,  as  they  had  been  used  but  very  little.  Miss  Blan- 
chard also  gave  the  entire  set  of  Dickens'  works,  15  vol- 
umes. Miss  Blanchard  has  been  very  helpful  ever  since 
our  library  was  organized,  and  we  certainly  appreciate 
her  interest  in  our  work.

Board  of  Health 


Sanitary  conditions  in  the  town  still  continue  to  be 
very  satisfactory.  There  have  been  a  few  more  conta- 
gious diseases  than  usual,  but  nothing  in  the  nature  of 
an  epidemic. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  last  fall  ordered  that  all 
school  children  in  the  state  be  inspected,  and  all  those 
vaccinated  agalinst  small  pox  who  were  not  already  vac- 
cinated or  who  had  not  had  the  disease.  The  health 
officer  reports  that  all  school  children  in  the  town  have 
been  so  inspected  and  all  vaccinated,  except  those  ex- 
empted by  law- 

The  last  legislature  abolished  the  old  board  of 
health  and  substituted  therefor  the  board  of  selectmen 
with  a  health  officer  appointed  by  the  state  board  of 
health  on  the  recommendation  of  the  selectmen. 

The  following  are  the  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
reported  to  the  health  officer,  and  the  dwellings  fumi- 
gated: Tuberculosis,  5;  typhoid  fever,  2;  scarlet  fever, 
2;  diphtheria,  1.     Vaccinations,  147.
